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Big Difference 

Long and expensive runways are necessary for 
big commercial air liners— but the average landing 
fee they pay is not much more than you pay for 
leaving your car in a downtown parking lot. The 
rest of the cost is borne by the taxpayers. 

In proportion to use made of highways, -heavy 
commercial haulers pay only about one-third as 
much in license fees and gasoline taxes as the ordi- 
nary motorist — according to studies made for the 
State of Illinois. The extra burden of cost is borne 
by the motorists and the taxpayers. 

Commercial users of improved inland rivers and 
canals pay nothing for the privilege of such use. The! 
cost of improvements — amounting in many cases to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars a mile — is borne 
wholly by the taxpayers. 

When railroads call attention to such situa- 
tions, the rejoinder frequently is that this is- the same 
sort of thing which was done for railroads in the 
early days. Such a statement is based upon misunder- 
standing of what happened. 

The form of public aid most frequently referred 
to was the grant of lands made by the Federal gov- 
ernment to pioneer railroads to help open up the 
country. Only 8 per cent of' the mileage of the rail- 
roads of the United States received such Federal land 
grants — and even as to this 8 per cent, the grants 
were not gifts. In return for them, the railroads were 
required to haul government freight, passengers and 
mail at reduced rates. Before these reductions came 
to an end in 194G, the railroads hod paid to the gov- 
ernment in reduced rates almost ten times as much 
as the original value of the lands granted. 

This was an entirely different kind of trans- 
action from the present day expenditures of taxpayers' 
money for the benefit of some forms of commercial 
transportation.

The American meat packing industry is the 
w orld's la rgest food manufacturing enterprise. It is

also highly competitive, with packers in all sections of 
the country seeking their share of the available meat 
supply. 

In the course of the year, the packers naturally 
take in a large amount of money, A recent breakdown 
issued by the. American Meat Institute, covering what 
happens to all that money, will come as a surprise 
to most of us. 

Out of the average sales dollar the farmers 
who produce the nation's meat receive the lion's 
ahnre — just under 80 cents. From this cash they must 
pay out large amounts for stock feed, labor and other 
operating costs. 

The men and women who work for the packers 
come next, with a cut of 9.6 cents. 

. Supplies, transportation and miscellaneous costs 
dip into the remainder of that dollar to the tune of 
8.5 cents. Taxes account for 1.1 cents. 

After all these bills are paid, one solitary cent 
is left — and that is the packers' profit. 

These figures are based on the packers' 1948 
experience. They vary slightly from year to year. But 
one thing is always true — the profit in meat packing 
runs to only a fraction of a cent a pound and is so 
small as not to affect the price charged the consumer. 
Here is a first class example of how free enterprise, 
under the compelling force of competition, serves the 
people for an unbelievably modest wage.

SEEKS PERFECTION 

Wright Plans 
New Theater 

HARTFORD, CONN.— A theater 
where every gesture and tone 'of 
voice of the actors on stage can be 
seen or heard by every member of 
the audience; . . , A theater where 
there are no "bad'/ seats. . . . A 
theater, which in 'the opinion of 
its designer, Frank Lloyd Wright, 
will be so restful that it will be a 
pleasure just to sit in it. 
"' This is the theater, that if all 
goes well, will be built here' in 
Hartford, a city ;that has made 
enough money, from its insurance 
.and arms manufacturing business- 
es to afford such community enter- 
prise's." At a Hartford club luncheon 
this week/ Wright told leading 



Gray But Sprightly 

The Wisconsin born architect, 
gray bul still sprightly at ' 79, ■ de- 
clared that the legitimate theater, 
unless it mended its ways, was. not 
long for this world. But with play- 
houses such as the one proposed,for 
Hartford scattered about the coun- 
try, he went on, the stage would be 
given the intimacy and excitement 
that it now so sorely needs. 

"We want to have the kind of : a 
theater that can belong to a com- 
munity, not simply be imposed on 
it," he declared. 

The Hartford {Venture, to be 
called the New t tneater, has' been 
commissioned by'/P^aton Price, di- 
rector for the last two years of the 
Canton rummer theater near -Hert- 
ford, and two associates. Prfce 
plans to organize a professional' res- 
ident company for the new play- 
house, offering both winter and 
summer seasons; ■ 

As illustrated by a scale model 
Wright brought with him from Tex- 
as, the proposed theater will be 
built on simple functional lines. The 
eight-sided main auditorium will 
seat the audience on a gradual 
downward slope, with the slightly 
raised stage at the bottom. There 
will be no balcony and no posts. 

The stage itself will be circular, 
with the inner portion revolving for 
quick scene changes. 

Viewers* Enthused 
Theatrical people who viewed the 
model were enthusiastic. Cornelia 
Otis Skinner, declaring that the 
road has been dying partly because, 
of a lack of suitable theaters, said; 
"All of us are going to be keen -to 
play in the new theater here." • 

Two possible obstacles were seen 
by some theater spokesmen, how- 
ever. The circular stage would 
make different type of sets neces- 
sary, a drawback for touring com- 
panies. And the proposed seating 
capacity, which Wright wants to 
hold to about 750 to insure the "inti- 
macy" of atmosphere he is striv- 
ing for, might not be enough to at- 
tract top flight road shows. 

Wright contended, however, that, 
the smaller seating capacity— about 
500 less than most Broadway play- 
houses — would be compensated for 
by simpler scenery arrangements 
which would require less expensive 
j equipment and personel. 

Expert Says Man Must Turn 
More to Ocean for His Food 

AUCKLAND, N. Z,— Man must 
turn more to the ocean for food to 
survive, Dr. J. L. Kosk of the United 
Nations food and agriculture organ- 
ization told the Pacific Science 
Congress. • 

"The ocean is man's next frontier- 
—it may be his last," the speaker 
told the congress, holding its first 
session here since the war. 

He said that the Pacific Ocean, 
which covers more than one-third 
of the world's surface supplies less 
than half the world's fish supplies. 

There was sufficient evidence of 
untouched stocks of fish to warrant 
the United States government in ap- 
propriating a million dollars this 
year to investigate* the fisheries of 
the Central Pacific, Dr. Kask said. 

Most fishing .has been done in 
relatively shallow watprs, the speak- 
er explained. Echo sounders found 
huge schools of edible fish at con- 
siderable depths. He urged wise ex-
